Will Apply in All Cases.

SHEA’S SINISTER CAREER 


Cornelius (Con) Shea is a sinister fig- 
ure in union labor politics. He first 
came into prominence through the 
teamsters’ union, rising from truck 
driver to the head of the international 
union, at one time a powerful organiza- 
tion. His headquarters were in Boston, 
but in 1904 he came to Chicago to 
direct the bitter strike here that filled 
the streets with turmoil and left a trail 
of dead men, beaten police, hamstrung 
horses. From his headquarters in the 
Briggs house he issued orders like a 
ezar, for a few days controlling the 
downtown transportation business cf 
the city. But he finally lost out or sold 
out the strike, no one knows.

At the detective bureau prisoners 
were jammed in;ythe basement in such 
numbers they could hardly turn 
around.

On Oct. 12, in reply to the inquiry 
of President Wilson, Berlin gave a 
binding acceptance of the conditions 
drawn up by him and also expressed 
our preparedness to evacuate the oc- 
cupied areas on certain conditions. 


Wilson Sprinter, Foch Stayer. 
All the news from the other side 


seemed to me to reveal vaguely two 
opinions struggling for supremacy. 


There was Wilson, who wanted to land 


his fourteen points; there was Foch, 
who knew only one aim—destruction. 
Whict® would win? The couple were 
unequally matched—the sprinter Wil- 
son and the stayer Foch. If things 
were quickly settled, Wilson’s chances 
were good; if the negotiations were 
protracted, time was in Foch’s favor. 

The 13th brought me news that 
caused me great uneasiness on my 
father’s account. The development of 
home politics had led to the resigna- 
tion of. his excellency Von Berg, the 
excellent and well tried chief du cabi- 
net militaire. With him there was re- 
moved from the permanent closer en- 
vironment of the kaiser a man who, by 
reason of his old youthful friendship 
and lack of courtly considerations, was 
able, in trusty straightforwardness and 
simplicity, to show the kaiser things as 
‘they really were. 

Once more—while the new govern- 
ment is democratizing in presto time 
and turning the imperial constitution 
topsy-turvy—a note from President 
Wilson. It is a new tone—arrogant 
and implacable, it imposes conditions 
which constitute an interference in 
Germany's internal affairs. It voices 
clearly the spirit of Foch, who threat- 
eng to overpower Wilson—the spirit 
of Foch, who brags of the military 
results of the last few days, who 
wishes for postponement and delay in 
order that the mischief which had 
pounced upon the German people and 
the German army may rage wilder 
than ever. 

Contrasts U. 8. Attitude With Allies. 

A leaf from my diary, which records 
the situation as I saw it then, I really 
must reproduce here: 

“There is at the moment a marked 
contrast between Wilson and Foch. 
Wilson desires a peace by justice, rec- 
onciliation and understanding. Foch 
wants the complete humiliation of 
Germany and the gratification of 
French vanity. 

“Every manifestation of firmness at 
the German front and in the German 
diplomatic attitude strengthens Wil- 
son's position; every sign of military 
or political weakness strengthens 
Foch. 

“A military humiliation of Germany 
is not pursued by Wilson. Foch, on 
the other hand, wishes, with every 
means possible, to effect a complete 
military capitulation and humiliation 
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the lives of Mr. and Mrs. Max Hirsch, 
843 Wellington avenue, for it is the 
fiftieth anniversary of their marriage.

Yielding to 
Foch means the destruction of Ger- 
many and the miscarriage of every 
prospect of a sufferable peace. 

“England’s position is mediatory. 
The main difficulty in the peace move- 
ment is France. 

“Attainment of a peace by under- 
standing is rendered much more diffi- 
cult for Wilson by the coincidence of 
the democratization and the peace 
steps. It is regarded as a sign of 
weakness, and it Foch’s 
position. If we want a ce by jus- 
tice, we must put the brake on every- 
where—especially in our hankering 
for peace and armistice. Moreover, 
we must do all to hold the front and 
to direct the further democratization 
into calmer and, let us say, credible 
lines.” 


Rumors of Abdication. 


From home there arrives news of 
feverish excitement among the people. 
Some are depressed and despairing; 
others are filled with the hope of a 
tolerable settlement. And then rumors 
of an approaching abdication of the 
kaiser, of an election of the House of 
Wittelsbach in place of the Hohen- 
zollerns, of a regency of Prince Max 
of Baden. 
On the 21st, we learn the wording of 
the government's reply to Wilson. 
Everything has been done to meet his 
wishes. Surely, on this basis, he can 
find ways and means to conclude an 
armistice and to start peace negotia- 
tions. Will he do so too? Will he do 
so still? 
More days pass during which thou- 
sands of Germans and men of all na- 
tions are mowed down, during which 
the gentlemen at the green-baize table 
take their time, during which our posi- 
tion at the front does not improve. 
The voice of Wilson’s note of the 24th, 
that arrogant and haughty voice, was 
the voice of Marshal Foch—or_ the 
voice of a Wilson who had sunk to 
be the puppet of the French wirepuller 
and now equaled his master in hem- 
ming and spitting. 
On the evening of the 8th of No- 
vember, 1918, I received at Waulsort 
an unexpected command from his

Bad News from Berlin. 


The answer of the chief of the gen- 
eral staff with the Berlin government, 
Col. von Berge, had arrived and had 
brought a confirmation (albeit a quali- 
fied one) of the representations fur- 
nished by the imperial chancery— 
bloody street fighting, desertion of the 
troops to the revolutionaries, no sort 
of means in the hands of the govern- 
ment for combating the movement;

he felt, not be said by a Prussian of- 
ficer to his king and lord. 

Gen. Gréner’s words as reported to 
me by Schulenburg, had they been the 
ultimate truth, would indeed have sig- 
nified the end: the military position of 
the armies desperate; the troops waver- 
ing and unreliable, with rations for @ 
few days only and to be followed by 
hunger, dissolution and pillage; the 
homeland blazing up in inextinguish- 
able revolution; the reserves to be 
called up refractory, disintegrating and 
rushing to the red flag; the whole hin- 
terland, railways, telegraphs, Rhine 
bridges, depots and junctions in the 
hands of the revolutionaries; Berlin at 
the highest pitch of tension which, at 
any moment, might snap and bathe the 
city in blood; to turn the army upon 
the civil war at home with the enemy 
in the rear would be quite impossible. 


Kaiser’s Abdication Demanded. 


These views of his and the field, 
marshal general's had been indorsed 
by the divisional chiefs and by most 
of the representatives of the general 
higher command. Although not ex- 
pressly, this report contained implicity 
a demand for my father’s abdication. 

Speechless and deeply moved, my 
father had listened to these distress- 
ingly somber statements. A benumb- 
ing silence followed. Then, seeing 
from a movement on the part of my 
chief that he wished to be heard, the 
kaiser sprang up and said: “ Speak, 
count!—Your opinion? ” 

My chief replied: 

That he could not regard the re- 
marks of the quartermaster general as 
a true description of the state of af- 
fairs. 


No yielding to the threats of crim- 
inal violence, no abdication, but nu 
civil war either—only the armed resti- 
tution of order at the spots indicated. 
For this purpose the mass of the 
troops would, without question, stand 
loyally by their kaiser. 3 
Gen. Gréner had then adopted an at- 
titude which seemed to indicate that 
he regarded all opposition as a vain 
loss of time in face of a definitely fixed 
program; he had brusquely and slight- 
ingly confined himself to remarking:

I now went to join the kaiser. 

Never shall I forget the picture of 
that half score of men in their gray 
uniforms, thrown into relief by the 
withered and faded flower beds of end- 
ing autumn and framed by the sur- 
rounding mist mantled hills with their 
glorious foliages of vanishing green 
and every shade of brown, of yellow, 
and of red. 

The kaiser stood there as though he 
had suddenly halted in his agitated pac- 
ing up and down. Passionately excit- 
ed, he addressed himself to those near 
him with violently expressive gestures. 
His eyes were upon Gen. Gréner and 
his excellency, Von Hintze: but a 
glance was cast now and then at the 
field marshal general, who, with his 
gaze fixed on the distance, nodded si- 
lently; and an occasional look was also 
turned toward the white haired Gen. 
von Plessen. Somewhat aloof from 
the group stood Gen. von Marschall, the 
legation councillor, Von Griinau, and 
Maj. von Hischfeld. 

Catching sight of me, my father 


beckoned me to approach and himself ' 


came forward a few paces. ‘ 
And now, as I stood opposite him, I

In response to a further protest by 
my chief, the field marshal general had 
finally relinquished his attitude of re- 
serve.

“Tom” originally attracted the atten- 
tion of Becky Thatcher by turning a 
series of cartwheels and doing other 
boy’s tricks. It appears, however, 
that the author suppressed part of the 
story, for no mention is made in the 
book of the fact that while Tom was 
turning one of the cartwheels his heel 
hit Becky and knocked her uncon- 
scious. 

The true story of the meeting, be- 
tween Tom and Becky is told by Becky 
herself, who is still living here, where 
Tom and she played in the 50s. Becky 
is now Mrs. Laura Frazier, 86 years 
old, and still active as matron of the 
Home for the Friendless in Hannibal. 
She tells of how she first met Tom, 


who was Mark Twain (Samuel N. Clem- 
ens) himself. 2 

“It was a hot summer day,” she 
said. “I came out of the house as 
he was passing by, and he started to 
show off, turning handsprings and 
cutting capers. While he was turning 
one of his handsprings his heel struck 
me and knocked me unconscious. I re- 
member hearing the children tell of 
how scared Mark was. 


“When we started to go to school. 


together he was 7 and I was 6. Our 
houses were right opposite each other.

Mr. John Barton Payne of the South Park board 
writes one of the editors of Tue TRiIsuUN® calling 
attention to the fact that as the work of actually

It appears that considerable prog- 
ress on the proposed loan has been 
made. A credit convention was signed 
which is dependent only on the out-

Germany's negotiations with Argen- 
tina have reached a point where Ger-
